PAPEETE, Tahiti, Aug. 14 Who 


the people were who erected the 


massive walls, fortifications and plat- 


forme to be found on widely separat 
ed islands all through the South Seas 
still remains a mystery. 

For the past 18 months a repre- 
sentative of the British Museum has 
been studying the massive stone 
structures on Easter Is'and Hie is 
now on his way to Rapa to investi- 
mute the megalithic remains on the 
slopes of the mountains there. The 
same race that erected the colossal 
etuiues on Master tsiand, he believes 
constructed the Rapa fortifications 

These great builders were a race 
of white men of Arvan stock, 1sccord- 
ing to Prof. MacMillan-Brown 
New Zealand, who has written 
book in support of his contention 

After emigrating across the 
sieppes of Asia in the stone age, the 
New Zealand professor says these 
white men finally occupied the Jap- 
anese Islands. But again they moved 
on, thie time compelled by increas- 
ing pressure of Mongolian hordes 
coming down from the high plateaus 
of the continent, and they went out 
to find new habitations across the 
wide expanses of the Pacific. 

There they set up an island em- 

pire, with its capital the great me- 
malithic city, the walle of which still 
siand, on the island of Ponape in 
the Carolines. It was this white rare, 
the professor maintains, that in the 
days of their undisputed possession 
et the South Sea islands erected 
these enduring monuments. 
' Many centuries later came a dark 
shinned race from Indonesia which 
conquered the inhabitants and amal- 
@amating with them produced the 
Polynesian type of today. 

Prof. McMillan-Brown’'s argument 
is not generally accepted as sound 
Dy the larger number of students 
of Polynessian origins, but they 
have failed so far to offer a con- 
vy neing theory in its place.

Louisiana is one of the first states to 
adopt the broad policy of protecting its citizens 
against monopolization of the desirable hunting 
grounds by exclusive clubs. 

In the Pass-a-l'Outre reservation there its 
one lagoon which it is Proposed t6 set aside 
a5 a Sanctuary where all wild fow! wil! find 
refuge from the gun of the hunter. he shoot- 
ing grounds are dotted with duck ‘bonds and 
make one of the finest duck-hunting preserves 
It is located on  prac-

last few years by the Mississippi with the sedi- 
ment constantly carried down and deposited 
where the river pours into the Gulf of Mexica. 
Were it for sale the property could hardly be 
sane for much short of half a million dol- 
ars. 

The season for hunting wild fowl on the new 
shooting grounds will extend from Nov. 1 to 


_ Jan. 31 and the law permits each hunter to 


shoot 26 Gucks each day. To prevent over- 
crowding, hunters will be required to register, 


_ amd accommodations will be provided for an 


average of 100 hunters, more than it is probable 
will be there on any one day. 

“Am extension of such public-spirited and 
progressi ve conservation measures by other 
states, said Dr. E. W. Nelson, Chief of the Bio- 
‘ogical Survey, in commenting on the action 
of Louisiana. “will result in the retention of wa- 
ter areas in various parts of the country where 
our migratory wild fowh may have feeding 
grounds and places to breed. and where the 
muDdlic can continue te exercise the splendid 
health-giving sport of wild-fow! hunting dur- 
ing the open season. The New-Anthony bill re- 
cently introduced in Congress (8. 1453 and H. 
R. 5823) will. if it becemes a law. enable the 
Federal Government te-join with the states in 
establishing a great series of breeding places 
for wild fowl and public shooting grounds 
throughout the country, thus insuring the per- 
petuation of wild-fowl bunting.
